Just commencing his thirty-third year, his county 
may look forward for at least twenty seasons more good service in the | 
cricket fivld; and as wo cannot hope that further improvement can take 
place in the style of .a cricketer who scems everything that the mind 
can conceive of. a perfect, batsman, we May, henceforth, regard him as 
one Whom the rising colts in every respect regard asa model worthy of 
imitation’ Awa batsman, Mortlock has a most commanding’ st le. Not 
only doos he'hit with terrific power, but he combines with this power 
a strong defence, which frequently kills every bowler on the field. His 
innings of 106against Sussex in 1863 was accounted by professional judges 
aus fine;a masterpiece, of cricketas was ever exhibited by any player; and 
in that year heaveraged the highest number of runs obtained throughout 
the seasons—viz., 1,287, and 965 in first class matches only. For his 
county matches alone he averaged above 26, giving a total of 729. But 
we will not. take 1863 as an exceptional year. In 1862 ho played 31 
innings in 19 matches, to the tune of 678 runs, placing to his account 
an-average of 21 runs and 24 over for first-class matches. Mortlock is 
a distinguished member of the United All England Eleven, and formed 
one of the team that paid the first visit to Australia.

Fycunprry or Cop-risy.—The cod is one of the most prolific of 
fishes, as may be supposed, when we call to,mind the vast numbers 
which are caught at the principal fishing stations through a long suc- 
cession of years, where ono man in Newfoundland has caught 552 
in a day, and upwards of 15,000 in a voyage. 10,000 cod-fishes were 
reckoned a! proper yearly capture fora man. ‘The fact is well borne 
out by an examination of the multitude of grains of spawn which have 
been counted in the mass of the ovaries. In a fish which weighed 
21 pounds, the roe weighed 11 pounds, or more than half of the whole 
bulk; but, in another which weighed 80 pounds, the roe only weighed 
four pounds and a quarter; and yet, in this last instance, the following 
proportion wap fairly calculated:—In repeated trials two grains in 
weight of this roc gave the number of ova 428 ; so that, making a full 
allowance for the membrane mingled with thom, the number of living 
individuals which might might have been produced from this fish in 
which, thia roe was of less than usual proportionate weight was little 
less than 7,000,000. That very many of these eggs never reach a 
useful size is highly probable; and yet it is to be remarked that a 
young cod is more rarely found in the stomach of other fishes than the 
Serie by fellow-natives of the deep.—Couch's Fishes of the 
na Leecn BARomeTER.—Some persons have attempted to convert 
the common leech into a barometer. Among other curious habits it 
has been observed, that on the approach of a tempest the animal ceases 
to be languid, moves about with a degree of activity “in pro ortion to 
the violence of the storm to come,” and endeavours to escape by clim 
ing up tho sides of the glass jar in which it is confined. It is asserted 
that in this respect the leech is a dangerous rival to the little green 
frog, which is sold for a similar purpose on the Continent, A. few of 
these frogs are placed at the bottom of a large glass vase, containing 
moss, and half filled with water; a small wooden ladder reposes on the 
mous, and reaches to the top of the vase.

A BEAR FIGHT IN OSTERDAL. 


Tite’ district of Osterdal, in the eastern part of Norway, is, com- 
paratively, but little visited by our English. travellors, at aoe the 
most part prefer the magnificent scenery of the western coast. But 
though Osterdalen is deficient in lofty mountains and in brawling 
cascades, and though no salmon are to be found in its rivers, yet its 
immense forest tracts afford a home not only to the elk, but to the bear 
also; while the hjerpe (gelinotte), capercailzie, and blackcock are more 
numerous here thun in any other part of Norway. And though the 
tourist sportsman will fai: to stumble on a noble foss (fall) .at every 
few miles in some pent-up valley, will miss the majestic fjords of the 
western doast, and the glacier-clad snow-capped mountains of the 
Hardanger, looking like steel-clad giants with silver helmets on their 
heads—yet, if the sport the gun and rifle aftords can ever prove an 
adequate compensation for the absence of glorious scenery, he will not 
regret spending a few weeks amid the forests of Osterdal, It was with 
reflections such as these that an English traveller was wending along 
the banks of the noble Glommer, in order to enjoy a week's shooting, 
when he fell in with an Osterdal. hunter, who was the very model of a 
man, a pattern for runners, rowers, &c.
